I have my own theory about the intermittent. Have you ever looked at 
the WOWBL paddles and the really high dollar paddles. Every one of 
the has a #38 or finer wire going from each lever to ground. 


What this does is eliminate possible intermittent conduction paths 
from the lever to ground through the bearing(s), etc. In the case 

of the NorCal paddle there are two "oiled bearings", one for each 
lever. If you happen to get a complete layer of oil between the shaft 
and bearing or bearing and lever then no completion path for the 
holes/electrons to flow, thus no contact. 


I eliminated the condition in one set of NorCal paddles by putting 
a small screw under each lever with #40 wire to ground. Although 
the contacts should be replaced with silver contacts, at least part 
of the problem is eliminated. I use the WBL paddles daily and 

I have a Code Warrior paddle that travels with me on the road. 


The reason for the posting is for the machinists in the group to 
experiment with this and let the QRP-L group know if there is a

This situation is no problem unless you're the _only_ station in the 
missing log (so he's a "unique" call in the database). Even "uniques" 
generally are assumed good unless (1) your call shows up at that same 
time 

and QSO serial number in another log (evidence that you miscopied the 
call), or (2) the call you copied clearly isn't legitimate, per the 
Callbook, Buckmaster, etc. In other words, a unique call is considered 
a 

valid QSO unless evidence shows it is not. 


If many stations are in the missing log, the situation is simpler. 
Everyone 

gets credit unless there is clear evidence you miscopied the call. The 
"Big 

Guns" work many stations who don't submit logs, and they get credit 
for the 
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valid QSOs. So will you! 


The subplot is that if you play around in the contest, make several 
QSOs so 

the log checker knows you're "for real". Even if you just want KL7, 
WY, and 

ND to complete your WAS-QRP, work some other stations to establish a 
"presence" for the log checker. Better yet, email your log to the 
contest 

sponsor as a "check-log"--they appreciate any size log, to make the 
judging 

as fair as possible!

What this does is eliminate possible intermittent conduction paths 
from the lever to ground through the bearing(s), etc. In the case 

of the NorCal paddle there are two "oiled bearings", one for each 
lever. If you happen to get a complete layer of oil between the shaft 
and bearing or bearing and lever then no completion path for the 
holes/electrons to flow, thus no contact. 


I eliminated the condition in one set of NorCal paddles by putting 
a small screw under each lever with #40 wire to ground. Although 
the contacts should be replaced with silver contacts, at least part 
of the problem is eliminated. I use the WBL paddles daily and 

I have a Code Warrior paddle that travels with me on the road. 


The reason for the posting is for the machinists in the group to 
experiment with this and let the QRP-L group know if there is a 
possibility 

of easily getting this done in the field by a small home shop

First you want to make sure the rig has a good ground connection, the 
shorter the better. 


Next you take each cable running to the keyer--from the paddle, the 
keyboard, the wall wart and the xmtr--and loop each through it's own 
toroid 

a couple of times(turns). Have the toroids close to the case of the 
keyer. 

Pull the loops snug and they will hold the toroids in place. 


If the connectors on the cables are too big to go through the holes on 
"regular" toroids, Diz probably can supply the kind that snap apart. 


Hope this helps.

I have been using the Palm Paddle with my FT-817 for a while and enjoy 
the feel of the unit. However, the weakest area appears to be the 3 
pin 
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cable that plugs into the back of the unit. The shrink tubing used to 
cover the soldered connections does not support the cable adequately. 
Found 2 broken wires yesterday. 


After removing the shrink tubing and resoldering the wires I potted 
the 

soldered area and adjacent cable with some hot glue. (Poor mans epoxy) 
In the aerospace industry we use connector potting with various epoxy 
materials to support the connections and cables in sever mechanical 
environments. Covered the potted area and cable with black electrical 
tape and now have a properly supported connect that should last for a 
long time. 


If others have had a similar problem, this should do the trick.

The GAP is a fine antenna for 80-10 coverage with little need fora 
tuner. On 80 meters, you have to change the potted capacitor at the 
very top of the antenna to change the portion of the 80 meter band 
that the antenna will resonate on. I have had no trouble from 40 
meters up across the entire ham band, and for the lowest 70-100 KHz 


of the 80 meter band. 


My biggest problem with the antenna was that I took GAP's advice, and 
didn't guy it. The thing is over 25 feet tall, and it broke at the 
base (the triple walled section)! I sent GAP pictures, and they 
shipped me a replacement base pipe. It was quite an effort to 
disassemble/reassemble it. I now have three rope guys, and it is 


working fine now. 


Right now, I made the grave mistake of installing it more than 200 
feet away from my shack. With ~220 feet of RG-213 feedline, my QRP 
signal merely warms up the coax, and doesn't radiate very far. 


...thank you...and byw I have to make a decision by tomorrow so 
return 

e-mail today or tomorrow morning would be appreciated... 
I hope this is soon enough. 


One bit of advice if you decide to buy it: Buy one 10 foot length of 
conduit correct size for the clamp at the base of the antenna, and a 5 
foot length that is one size larger. Take the 5 foot piece and bury 
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it in a concrete base in a hole 3 feet deep. The 10 foot piece will 
then slip into the 5 foot piece that is sticking 2 feet out of the 
ground. Then, drill a hole through both and stick a bolt through to 
keep it from turning. That way, a simple bolt removal will permit 
you to remove the antenna for tweaking/repair/etc. 


I probably haven't told you enough. I like the GAP, and the fact 
that I haven't had to bury radials. OTOH, I am sure other verticals 
out there perform similarly.

I own three Code Warrior Jr. keys and each one had a problem with the 
contact on the right-hand spacing adjustment screw. 


The contact is a press fit in a hole drilled into the end of the scre=

keys were loose and would "piston" in and out of the hole causing unr=

contact (or lack thereof, depending on circumstance). 


My solution was to go ahead and remove the contact and use a set of w=

cutters to slightly (emphasis on slightly) "upset" the diameter of t=

contact portion that fits into the hole in the screw end. This was d= 
one in 

the middle of that part of the contact that goes into the hole. I th= 
en 

carefully pressed the contact back into the hole and have had no prob=

since. The contact "piston" movement caused serious problems when th=

Spacing was "close" between the contacts which is the way I like to s=

on the list. I did work with the washers under the left-hand paddle = 
arm to 

get the contact alignment that I felt was needed. This consisted of 

taking 

a washer and filing it so that it is thinner on one side than the oth= 
er. 

You can then use it under the paddle causing the contact to be raised=

lowered relative to the mating contact.

W4CLM Memory Lane Crystal Set 

I'm sure just about everyone you know has built one at one time or 
another. 

We are not trying to reinvent the wheel here only have some good 

old fashion radio fun. So why not try your hand at making one again ! 


Last night a good friend of mine Bruce (N1YN) and I had a really 
nice chat over amateur radio about building and using our crystal 
sets. 

So I thought it might be fun to share it with a few others. 


For starters, I used this basic diagram from DIY Web site for the 
crystal 

radio 

that I built. The wiring diagram is kind of crude on the DIY site, 

but it will get you into the ball park I'm sure if you study it, 

you agree there are drawing errors on the DIY diagram. 

However it gave me the winding instructions for the coil, 

primary and secondary and that made all the difference in the world 
making the little set work. Mine works great. 

It tunes well using about 100 feet of wire thrown into the tree tops. 
I was very surprised as the selectivity of the little set is pretty 
good 

and it can tune a number of stations without interference from adjacent 
broadcast stations. I can get anywhere from a half 

dozen to a dozen stations every night up and down the entire 

Atlantic seaboard and the power house stations out of the 

mid west. From my QTH in Charlotte North Carolina, last night I heard 
WWL in New Orleans last night, WSM (650 Kc) out of Nashville, 

WCBS (880 Kc )out of New York and plenty of others.

Then study the basic Diagram as shown. (It's wrong // Close but wrong 


//))

Here in lays the error in the diagram. They have two coils 10 turns on 
the top and 30 turns on the bottom. YOU WILL SEE THEY SHOW 

BOTH COILS (PRIMARY & SECONDARY) are in PARALLEL across 

the tuning capacitor.. (( Wrong)) ...... Won't work. 

Looking at the DIY diagram the Top Coil (10 Turns) showing the side 
that is tied with the bottom coil, capacitor and then going to

ground....That's fine. 


It's the other side that is drawn wrong. 

The antenna should come in to the top coil on the other side of the 
diagram all by itself. That is how it's suppose to be. 

It should not be in parallel with the bottom coil and the tuning 
capacitor. 

In my opinion the crystal should be drawn in 

the other lead of the headset too, but I guess it's not a big deal. 


In regards to using a 1N34 point contact germanium diode 

Vs. using a cats whiskers and galena rock, well that's more or less 

a personal choice. It's all very tricky and each one can and will give 
different results which can either make or break the difference of the 
set working or not. I've tried several GALENA crystals and cats 
whiskers. 

Several did not really want to play. Then I found just the right 
combination 

of a VERY GOOD CRYSTAL and a nice clean cat's whisker and it 

took off like a rocket !! 


I've have an old 1N34 that I sometimes parallel across the crystal 
holder, 

but I have found more so recently that the cat's whisker more often 
then 

now 

gives superior performance over the 1N34 diode. The cat's whisker 
appears 

to be far more sensitive then any diode I tried, once you find that 
HOT 

SPOT 

on the rock. I'd recommend trying several 1N34 diodes and see if they 
give 

you better performance as no two are alike. While talking about point 
contact diodes, 

it's important to keep in mind why we would use a germanium 1N34 

for the crystal detector instead of a silicon diode as the detector. 
The voltage drop across germanium diode is only .2 volts where 

a silicon diode has .6 volt voltage drop across its contacts in the 
diode. So it's obvious that the germanium diode will be more sensitive 
to weak signal reception. 


What I did on mine in order to get more tuning range from the set. 

I took the lead coming from the 365 Pf tuning capacitor that goes to 
the 

30 turn coil, I made a small twist about every five turns then 
soldered on a small tap along the length of the coil. Now I can move 
that lead up and down with an alligator clip to change inductance

effectively making the coil longer or shorter and changing the tuning 
range of the crystal set. It works well and it moves the tuning range 
of the set up and down the entire range of the broadcast band. 

If you recall the small Philmore crystal sets that were readily 
available 

back in the 1950's & 1960's used a small tuning bar that moved across 
the coil to accomplish the same thing. Now your crystal set will tune 
all 

the way up to the top of the broadcast band and beyond. 

If you make the coil appear small enough, you can even hear some 
international short wave stations up around 6 Mhz. 


I posted the pictures of the little set to the internet so you 
and a few others can look at my little set for the fun of it. 
The links are provided below. 

Maybe this will stir up a little more interest in the topic 

and provide conversation on the air for one evening.

(10 

turn coil) 

on the bottom of my Oat Meal Box.... It doesn't really matter if one is 
on the 

top or one is on the bottom. It's all the same Just get the ground 
side 

of the two 

coils tied together and the antenna on the primary side of the 10 turn 
coil 

and you'll be all set. If you do not sufficient enough signal to drive 
your 

high impedance head set, you may then want to add a small audio 
amplifier 

to pull in the weak ones as I did. A purist may consider this to be 
cheating, 

but what the heck. It makes all the difference in the world as the 
signals 

across you point contact (1N34 diode) diode or cat's whisker are very

two stages. At its deepest part, it is just the diameter of the 
spring, 
and it holds the very end of the spring securely. Then the hole 
widens, 
so that the spring won't hit against the edges. When the paddle is 
assembled, the spring presses down on the base (this area must allow a 
clean contact - be free of paint, etc, so that the sharp end of the 
spring 
wire can make good contact.) A small hole (not deep) drilled here as 
well, to receive the end of the spring, would help. The spring is 
positioned very close to the bearings so that it will have negligible 
effect on the paddle motion - this is why the opening of the upper 
hole is 
oversized. This may sound complicated, but all that it requires 
is drilling one hole partway through each paddle arm and removing a 
little 
paint - no threading, etc. If anyone is interested and my description 
isn't clear, let me know and I will send a drawing. 

This connection completely eliminates the intermittent operation 
and has no effect on the feel of the paddle, and it is a little more 
durable than very fine wire.

I can think of two concerns regarding not submitting contest 
logs, neither of which are show-stoppers, although can still 
be significant. 


The/A major concern about not submitting a contest log is the 

idea of "unique calls". That is, calls that don't match a call found 
in someone else's logsheet. Too many unique calls in a person's 

log starts to become suspicious. The more sophisticated log 

analysis software (which the ARRL uses) compares calls against 

the latest FCC database as well as between all the submitted logs. 

If too many things don't match, questions start to get raised. Where 
that comes back to your original question is that often the folks that 
"get on to hand out a few Qs" in a contest can have the appearance 

of being some of those "unique calls" that can potentially cause 
problems in your log. 


My general rule to myself, if I'm not really in the contest, is to work 
at least 5 or more of the "big contesters", those I know whose log's 
will be submitted for analysis, so that my call won't run of the risk 
of showing up as unique in one of the less-competitive contester's 

logs and potentially penalize that person. 


The second reason for submitting logs, which a wise neightbor of mine 
taught me several years ago, is that "you aren't really in the contest" 
unless you submit a log. Do it. The habit begins to take over, and 
before 

you know it you are entering all kinds of contests and bit by the 
contest 

bug. <grin>

Actually, Dave, that's an excellent idea and the technique is 
highly-recommended by Phillystran and Phillystran users! I would however, 
recommend that you use as long a length of Phillystran possible, but ENSURE 
that at least the junction between your Phillystran guy and the steel 
"extension" is placed about 15 feet or so above ground level. 


This helps ensure that ground-mounted, two-legged predators with sharp 
knives won't be able to cut your Phillystran guy! Of course, a pair of 
bolt cutters will take care of the steel guy extension, but few vandals 
carry those around! 


By the way, I think that Phillystran can make up such guy wires/ropes for 
you right at the factory, which will help ensure that the joint between the 
Phillystran and the steel guy is perfectly made. You'll have to provide 
over-all lengths, however, but I'll bet if you talked to them on the 
‘phone, told them how high your tower is (or will be), they'll even do the 
calculations for you.

Dont feel bad when they dont hear you. In some contests I have used high 
power to call 20 over S9 Italians that couldnt hear me. I would then find 
another station, say in Africa, about an S3 buried in qrm calling CQ and 
work him with 100 watts. I think the qrm and splatter must be pretty bad in 
some parts of Europe.

Getting the new version of the Nor'easter to work and sound as good as I 
wanted was giving me fits all last week. I finally decided a different 
approch was needed, like going to dual conversion and using a AM radio 
chip to do all the hard to implement functions, like IF amp, AGC and AM 
detection. 


So, to find a suitable radio chip, I went to Wal-Mart (where else?) and 
bought the least expensive AM/FM clock radio they had, a GE model 7-4827 
for $8.65. Inside I found a Toshiba TA2003P radio chip, in dip! I looked to 
see if I could buy the chip and found Dalbani has them.

Bob, 


In addition to my passion for QRP, I also am deeply involved in ARES (I'm 
the ARRL SEC for Georgia). Under most decent radio conditions, I can 
communicate with most of the state (largest state east of the Mississippi) 
on 75M beginning mid-afternoon through late-morning on 100W and an 80M loop 
at 70'. During the day it's spotty between 75M and 40M (sure do look 
forward to a 5MHz allocation). There are times when more power IS necessary 
to establish reliable communications. 


Although QRP is my passion, and perfect for most types of emergency 
communications, as the state coordinator, I don't want to risk lives and 
property for the sake of "passion." I believe there are times when QRO is 
necessary and justified, and I've decided that the extra S-Unit (almost) 
that 300W buys over 100W is worth the effort. I've been building a 
Ccmmunications Concepts EB27A, 300W (2xMRF422's) amp for use on all bands 
(160M-10M). So far I have the filters together, and am currently working on 
the power supply. 


The power supply may be the hardest part of this project, by the way--it 
needs 20A at 28VDC! I priced some commercial supplies and best I could find 
was in the $300-400 range, with the good ones around $500 or so. 


Not having the courage yet to tackle a 20A switching supply, I decided to go 
with a linear supply--and adapted the 28V 10A supply in the 2002 ARRL 
Handbook. The power transformer that I got from Hammond is a brute! 
Toroidal inductor, 6 inches in diameter, 3 inches thick (dual primaries, 
dual 30V 10.42A secondaries) and weighs about 20 pounds. And 50,000 uF of 
filter capacitor (2x25,000x50VDC Malory caps) is enough juice to run some of 
my QRP gear for quite some time when charged up! 


For what it's worth, the CCI filters appear to be quite adequate for any use 
up to 300W. They come with a really nice board (the layout of which I 
intend to use in future filter projects), silver mica caps (using caps in 
parallel to get non-standard values) and 1106-2 or 1106-6 toroids. 


You won't find any CB gear with that kind of quality. 


QRP Quarterly might drop me if they knew I was building a QRO amp, but if 
there's one thing that QRP has taught me, it's use the right power to 
achieve the right results. I'm still amazed that I made 43 contacts in this 
month's Spartan Sprint running 1W! And just because I'm building a QRO amp 
does not mean that I can't build it using what I've learned from QRP! 


I've also heard it said that true power is power you have but do not use...

>I've been wondering why some stations record their CQ in their voice 
>keyers at such a high speed that it becomes virtually intelligible. 
>Sometimes you have to listen to their callsign 8 to 10 times just to 
>hear it, especially if they have an unfamiliar accent. It's almost like 
>they think they are getting a high Q rate, while it seems to actually 
>slow them down as not too many stations seem to come back to them. 
> 

You hear this in CW contests as well. Guess some folks 
mistake raw speed for efficiency :-) What one xreally*x wants to do 
is work the other guys as fast as possible with the minimum expenditure 
of time and energy on your part. Speeding things up beyond the point 
of comprehension is quite self-defeating. 


>On the other hand I've enjoyed listening for while to an older EA ham 
>who had a very relaxed voice and seemed to be totally unstressed and he 
>never had to ask anyone to repeat their callsign (well, for the time I 
>listened). Very impressive!

>The most horrible QSO was with a station that not only had a voice 
>keyer, but the computer also came back with my callsign and exchange. I 
>never got to hear the operator's voice. Unless the operator had some 
>sort of handicap and couldn't speak (which I assume), you wonder why 
>they don't add voice recognition software and just start their machine 
>on Friday night; turn it off on Sunday evening and see how well it did? 
>Maybe we can add that to the ham inventions list soon. 
> 

I'm sure somewhere down the road, somebody is going to develop 
software for a completely automated contest station as you describe above. 
Seems to my mind to be rather unethical, since a contest is supposed to 


be a measure of operator skill as much as anything, no? :-) 


>It appeared to me that a lot of the very weak stations were hearing a 
>lot better that the stations with a killer setup. Stations almost buried 
>in the noise were often able to hear my callsign the first time I called 
>them with my tiny signal. I have to admit I used to skip weak stations 
>in the beginning myself, afraid that they would not be able to hear me. 
>Another lesson was learned. 
> 

Yup. The big guns will pass the weak ones by, especially early on, 
Since they want to get as many of the "easy" ones as possible. Since the 
weaker ones aren't getting as crushed by the mob, they tend to hear 
better (IMHO), and a savy op can get quite a few good multipliers by 
not passing them by. :-)

It has been my experience with the hot receiver in the K2 that I can work 
just about anybody I can hear if I am in the clear, but there are 
exceptions. There appear to be quite a few "alligators" out there with full

legal limit transmitters but less than adequate receive setups. Again, this 
is where QRP-ers are making a real contribution to the state of the art in 
ham radio today (along with the satellite crowd who learned this same lesson 
a long time ago, as well).

With my TS-570D I find that at 5 watts I can work most stations I can 
hear. At 100 watts I can even work many stations that I cannot hear. 
Just think what 1500 watts could do! 


A lot of the supposed "alligators" probably have a fair amount of local 
QRM which can't be heard by a distant station. "In the clear" may not 
apply to both ends of the path. I understand that this is a real 
problem in many European countries. During the contest it was often a 
problem when a very strong station several kHz away would saturate my 
AGC and I couldn't copy a weak station even though there was no QRM 
on-frequency. Fortunately there are some DX stations who have either 
very good receivers, very good ears or a combination of both (the crew 
at D68C a while back is a very good example, as is ZL1AMO on his many 
DXpeditions). 


Of course there are not too many receivers which stand up to the k2. 
Mine has been sitting on the bench (still in the box) for nearly a 
month, while I get a few other (non-ham) projects out of the way. Time 
to start building!

I have never seen solderable RJ45 TYPE connectors, however, I have seen 
"finger crimp" connectors that do not require a crimp tool. The connector is 
made by T&B and you can find these at places such as AUXIER, GRAYBAR, your 
BOC supply house, or Mike Sandman of Chicago www.sandman.com OR you can buy 
a crimp tool (about $15.00) and a bag of connectors (about $8.00) at MCM 
Electronics, Dalco, Parts Express, Digikey etc... 


If you do not like to crimp, make or buy a cat5 cable, cut to length, and 
solder the cut ends to a multi-pin connector that mates with the connector 


you need..
